Prominent In Politics 


"On the strength of statements by 


friend? and committee workers, I have 
decided to publicly announce my candi- 
dacy for the office as chairman of the 
Democratic county committee," Mr. 
Lott said today. 


Mr. Lott is awson of the late R. S. 


Lott, prominent always in party af- 
fairs in Mt. Pleasant township. The 
elder Mr. Lott took an active part in 
politics in his township and for many 
years held township offices. 
His son, 


who was born in Mt. Pleasant town- 
ship, but who spent tho greater part 
of his life in Gettysburg, has been 
in the foreground of the party for 25 
years. 


He has a wide acquaintanceship 


among urban and rural residents, and 
is considered an able leader. 
He has 


never held a public office, but 
has 


helped 
to 
elect many Democratic 


nominees in recent years, according to 
reliable spokesmen in the party. At 
present he is a committeemen from 
the Third Ward, his home precinct, 
where he wields considerable influence. 


Mr. Funkhouser formally withdrew 


as a candidate today giving as his 
reason the fact that business requires 
too much of his time and frequently 
takes him out of town. 


"Whenever possible I will do all in 


my power to further the cause of the 
Democratic party in Adams county, 
but it would be impossible for me to 
accept the chairmanship of the county 
committee," Mr. Funkhouser declared.

low levels. 


The showers also laid the dust on 


country by-roads. 
In most places off 


the concrete and macadam highways, 
dust several inches thick had ac- 
cumulated, making travel disagree- 
able. 


Lack of moisture had a detrimental 


effect on the county's hay crop which 
is reported by County Farm Agent R. 
E. Underwood as one of the smallest 
in recent years. 
Because the clover 


and timothy were without rain in 
the growing stages, the ci'op became 
very thin, being from 30 to 60 per 
cent of normal, according to reports. 


Today's rain may help the late 


clover, timothy and alfalfa crops, it 
was said, if too great-m*oads have, 
not already been made by the 
dry 


weather. 


The weather bureau today reported

was planted. 
Already 
the 
young 
stalks showed signs of the prolonged | 
drought. 
Not only corn, 
but all

garden vegetables and grains were i 
in need of rain to encourage growing j 
and m aturing of various crops. 
Wells also w’ere replenished by to ­ 
d ay ’s precipitation, which gave evi­ 
dence of continuing throughout the 
afternoon. 
In many instances the 
prolonged dry spell had caused w ater 
in wells to recede to unprecedented 
low levels. 
The showers also laid the dust on 
country by-roads. 
In most places off 
the concrete and macadam highways, 
dust several

cumulated, making travel disagree­ 
able. 
I^ick of moisture had a detrimental 
effect on the county’s hay crop which 
is reported by County Farm Agent R. 
E. Underwood as one of the smallest 
in recent years. 
Because the clover

very thin, being from JO to 60 per 
cent of normal, according to reports.

IL S. S. Vestal (Off Block Island),

S-51 suddenly pocked her nose out of 
the water, then drew it back again, 
returning to her bed 130 feet down. 
It probably will be two weeks before 
the attem pt to raise her is made, of­ 
ficers directjng the salvage said. 
The submarine, sunk by the Savan­ 
nah liner City of Rome last Septem­ 
ber, came to the surface an unwant­ 
ed visitor. 
The raising process had 
been postponed because the weather 
was too rough for lowing the wreck 
safely. 
Pontoons Appear First 
At her side on the ocean floor rest­ 
ed eight pontoons, 30 feet long, 15 
feet in diameter. 
Two of these were 
being filled with compressed air to 
keep them in readiness for raising 
the boat when the sea should quiet. 
Much to the surprise of those on the 
eight vessels, of the salvage fleet, a 
pair of pontoons bobbed out of the 
water. 
Soon another pair of pon­ 
tons anpeared, and then came the 
prow of the S-51. 
The salvage ship Falcon narrowly 
escaped being struck by the subma­ 
rine. 
The Falcon had been shifted 
thirty feet a few minutes earlier as 
precaution. 
The S-51, 240 feet long, was sus­ 
pended at an angle of 30 degrees, her 
stern resting on the bottom. 
Four 
forward pontoons were flooded and 
the S-51 slowly sank to her bed.
